Allied landings on 
the 
Axis 
M editerranean island outpost 
of 
Pantelleria appeared imminent to­ 
day. possibly as a prelude to in­ 
vasion cf Europe from North Afri­ 
ca and the British Isles coincid­ 
ing with a m ajor offensive from 
the east by the Russians. 
Smaahing new attacks on island 
garrisons spearheaded by Ameri­ 
can Flying Fortresses and hitting 
with special fury were announced 
officially today. 
Giving the Pantelleria garrison 
no respite, form ations of the huge 
Forte supported by nearly every 
known type of American warplane, 
blasted the Island as the Allied de­ 
mand for unconditional surrender 
went unanswered. 
Other American bombers oper­ 
ating under the Middle E sst com­ 
mand meanwhile rocked the Sicil­ 
ian airdrom es of Gerbine and Ca* 
tania, scoring devastating 
direct 
hits and kindling huge conflagra­ 
tions which burned long after the 
raiding form ations 
had 
turned 
back toward their bases. And at 
the same time RAF fliers 
ham ­ 
mered enemy shipping along the 
Aegean sea. 
Drop 12 Planes 
The bomber formations striking 
at Pantelleria were challenged by 
Axis interceptors, 12 
of 
which 
were shot blazing out of the sky 
st a loss of only one allied plane. 
No British or American 
planes 
were lust in the other raids. 
(Axis radios hastened to the air 
with reports that the allied air 
blows were not the only attacks 
under 
way 
against Pantelleria, 
which they claimed was being be­ 
sieged 
by 
“im portant 
naval 
forces.” 
The four-motored Flying For­ 
tresses which led the new-est de­ 
molition raids on Pantelleria were 
backed by B-26 Marauders, B-25 
Mitchells, P-40 
Warhaw’ks 
and 
P-38 Lightnings which struck the 
island in fire-kindling waves. Fol­ 
lowing 
them 
came 
supporting 
squadrons of RAF-flown Bostons, 
Baltimores. Warhaw'ka, A-20s and 
Mitchells. 
The brassy skies over the island 
seemed filled almost without in­ 
terruption with rows of bombers, 
although it became evident ss the 
day progressed that the Axis air 
force guarding Pantelleria 
had 
been reinforced.

attack on Spezia showed th at a 
battleship vt the Littorio

MacARTHUR GAINS PRAISE

June IO—Transform ation of Aus­ 
tralia from a defense base into a 
formidably-armed bastion of a t­ 
tack against Japan was announced 
by 
A ustralian 
Prime 
M inister 
John Curtin today in concluding a 
series of 
conferences with 
Gen. 
Douglas M acArthur. 
The time has passed when a 
Japanese invasion of A ustralia is 
an eventuality 
seriously 
to 
be 
feared, Curtin said, and this island 
continent’s role in a “holding w ar’* 
has come to an end. 
Developments aimed 
at "dis­ 
com fiture" of the Japanese were 
freely predicted, and Curtin ex­ 
pressed firm belief th at Japan a t 
the present time — and presum­ 
ably in the future— would be un­ 
able to invade Australia. 
“The conclusions of 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Prime 
M inister 
Churchill for prosecution of the 
war in the Pacific with the sam e 
vigor as the war in Europe,” Cur­ 
tin said, “have ominous portents 
for the discomfiture of the Japan­ 
ese” 
i 
Navy Min* Praise 
“We have proved that with the 
resources we have had, together 
with the command of the sea es­ 
tablished by the gallant 
United 
States navy through decisive vic­ 
tories at Midway island and in the 
Solomons,” 
the 
prime m inister 
said. 
Speaking immediately after s 
conference with General Douglas 
M acArthur, Curtin expressed the 
belief that the Allies can now hold 
A ustralia from which to launch 
both limited and m ajor offensives 
against Japan. 
There is still danger, 
however, 
of marauding raids by the enemy, 
Curtin added, “which may cause 
much damage and loss." 
The conception of A ustralia as 
an offensive base, Curtin declared, 
must be patterned to govern the 
“extent of Australia's w ar effort 
as part of the plan of the United 
Nations in the Pacific." 
He said that fighting a holding 
w ar had been an obligation impos­ 
ed on the Allies in the Southw est 
Pacific by global strategy — and 
the obligation had been discharg­ 
ed. 
Of General M acArthur’* part in 
the Allied cause, the prime minis­ 
ter said; 
“This country 
can 
feel very 
grateful to 
General 
M acArthur, 
who came here a t a crucial tim e, 
and has applied himself in such a 
distinguished way to ensuring the 
security of Australia as a base, 
in order that the cause of the 
United Nations would not fa il" 
From Pearl Harbor 
until 
the 
present, Curtin pointed out, Aus­ 
tralia fought a holding w ar as an 
obligation imposed on United N a­ 
tions forces in the Southwest P a­ 
cific by global strategy. 
This obligation, 
he

In sddltion to the supplemental 
food, clothing and sundry 
toilet 
articles alan are 
distributed 
to 
U. 8. prisoners of war as needed. 
The latter are provided on request 
from quartermaster stocks, 
but 
the food packages are bought by 
the Red Cross which is reimbursed 
by the War department 
Under the Geneva Convention, 
warring nations must feed prison­ 
ers of war the same ration given 
their own soldiers. Germany is a 
signatory to that pact and while 
Japan has never formally ratified 
i t it is believed that the Nipponese 
government is making some effort 
to comply. 
R ation* HuppW'mented 
The basic diet of the American 
tid ie r in German prison camps is 
largely potatoes, cabbage, fish, an 
indefinite amount of meat but no 
fats of any kind. While this ration 
compliea 
with 
the 
Convention 
agreement, it provides only 
for 
bare existence and 
the 
supple­ 
mental food package attempts to 
supply to some extent lacking ele­ 
ments. 
Since the Red Cross is the only 
agency having contact with pris­ 
oners of war, an arrangement was 
made last year between that or­ 
ganisation and the War Depart­ 
ment to provide suplemental food 
and clothing. A special fund was 
made available to the Quartermas­ 
ter corps for this purpose. 
Under the terms of the agree­ 
ment, the Quartermaster 
corps 
delivers to any port within 
the 
United States such clothing, blan­ 
kets and toilet articles for which 
a need is determined. Clothing is 
furnished either as complete out­ 
fits or individual items. On 
the 
other hand, the Red Cross buys, 
packages, warehouses and distri­ 
butes the individual packager of 
food. 
The organization 1a reimbursed 
from a special fund for 
its ex­ 
penditure*. deluding handling of 
the clothing items and the cost of 
water transportation pro-rated ac­ 
cording to cargo space devoted to 
the purpose. 
While the amount of each item 
varies at intervals, the 
compon­ 
ents of a typical food package is 
as follows: 
12 ounces each of corned beef 
and pork luncheon meat 
15 ounces raisins or prunes

Hearing Aids in Diagnosis 


By LOG'AN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN PREVIOUS articles this 
week we have been discussing the 
methods of diagnosis in which the 
ohysician depends upon his own 
senses to gather information —

seeing, feeling and hearing. The 
Yrst two we have covered; today

When the physician places the 
middle finger of one hand on your 
•hest or abdomen and taps it with 
;he middle finger of the other 
land and when afterw ards he 
akes out his stethoscope and puts 
he ear pieces rn his ears like an 
ild-fashioned phonograph and the 
veil of the stethoscope on the heart 
»r lung, he is observing a long, his- 
orical tradition in medicine. 
The first act, called percussion, 
vas introduced in the middle of 
he eighteenth century (1761) by 
in Austrian physician, Leopold 
Yuenbrugger. When Auenbrugger 
vas appointed to the medical staff 
*f the Vienna Hospital, he found 
hat the saying which was popu- 
ar in his day: “How difficult it la 
o learn about diseases of the 
dieat” was all too true. 
He had a patient who died and 
it the autopsy they found that the 
•hest was half full of fluid, which 
ie had never suspected during life. 
And then he remembered his boy­ 
hood when his father, who was the 
lost of an inn on the Italian bor­ 
ley would determine how much 
aine there was in a wine cask by 
slapping the sides of the ca.*k from 
tbove downward. He obtained a 
Hollow note where the cask was 
•mpty and a dull note where the 
wine began. Now the wine cask 
was something like the chest: it 
sad stiff wails and they were 
ipaque. The condition of the wine 
cask, half full of wine, was like 
the condition of Auenbrugger’s 
patient, whose chest was half full 
of fluid. 


Discovery of Percussion 


He tried on other patients to 
find out whether he could deter­ 
mine the presence of fluid by tap­ 
ping the chest with his fingers and 
found that he could. Of course, 
we have extended Auenbrugger’a 
method of percussion greatly: not 
only can we determine the pres­ 
ence of fluid in the chest, but dif­ 
ferent amounts of infiltration of 
solidity into the normally aerated 
part of the lung, as in pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 


The method of percussion was 
not much taken up for about fifty 
years until Napoleon’s brilliant 
physician, Corvissart, came across 
one of Auenbrugger’s little books 
and re-introduced the method into 
practice. This was very exciting 
in the brilliant intellectual atmos­ 
phere of France early in the nine­ 
teenth century and a young Bre­ 
ton. Dr. Iecnnee, who had a large 
service of patients at the Necker 
Hospital in Paris, was thinking 
about some of the ways by which 
he could make an exact diagnosis 
of chest diseases through the sense 
of hewing. 


Invention of Stethoscope 
Dne day he saw some children 
playing on a see-saw. One would 
put his ear to one end of the see­ 
saw and another would scratch a 
message with a pin on the other 
end. I.aennec conceived the idea 
that if he had a hollow tube and 
placed one end in his ear and the 
other on the patient’s chest, he 
could hear many sounds, and so 
the stethoscope was born. It is 
one of the three most valuable in­ 
strum ents which the physician 
uses even today: the other two be­ 
ing the thermometer and the 
watch. With the stethoscope we 
can hear the sounds of the heart 
and of the lungs and determine 
whether they are normal, and if 
abnormal, in what way. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
S. R. B.: W hat causes veins to 
swell, and when they go down 
leave a bruised-looking place? 
Answer: I presume you moan 
varicose veins or veins in the legs. 
In yaricose veins there is an in­ 
flammation of the inside of the 
vein so that the blood does not 
move on as rapidly as normally. 
This is what causes the veins to 
swell and the inflammation causes 
the bruised appearance after the 
swelling has subsided. There is 
probably a small clot in the veins. 
The injection treatm ent of vari­ 
cose veins is very successful and 
I would advise you to use it. 


M. S.: My boy, eight years old, 
has large ta rs that have always 
stood out. He is nice looking other­ 
wise, but is becoming self-con­ 
scious about his ears. Is it pos­ 
sible to have them remedied? 
Answer: Aes. This correction 
is one of the simplest operations 
performed by plastic surgeons. I 
would advise ysu to go to the 
office of your County Medical So­ 
ciety and get the name of a com­ 
petent plastic surgeon and consult 
him.

Importance of Cultivation in 
Victory Garden 


by DIAN HALUOAY

KEEPING the Victory vegeta­ 
ble garden cultivated is an im­ 
portant duty at all times but it 
is especially so when the crops 
are making their main growth. 
TSi reasons for cultivation are, 
first, to destroy the weeds which 
compete with the vegetable plants 
for food and moisture from the 
eon; second, cultivation keeps the 
lower layers of soil from drying 
ou*, by creating a protective dust 
min ch on -the surface of the soil; 
third, cultivation by loosening tile 
•oil helps to keep it aerated.

remove them, ainee they will wilt 
and die after being uprooted. 
Cultivate between plants as 
well as along the row.
